HE Dutch nation, which seems to 
carry forward any enterprise under- 
taken with a steadfast determination to 
conquer all difficulties, stands to-day in 
the forefront of modern architecture. Its 
architects have thrown off at last the 
influence of the bad nineteenth century

The modern Dutch architeas and 
builders by their work have given a good 
answer to the many who ask why old 
patterns have not been maintained, and 
why ancient buildings, which have been 
removed to make way for the traffic of 
modern times, were not replaced by 
pseudo-antique structures, equipped with 
modern conveniences.

HE late Earl of Oxford and Asquith 

truly said: ‘‘A life of Sir Francis’ 
Burdett will fill a gap in our chain of 
biographies.’’ It is often many ‘years 
before posterity realises how much it owes 
its freedom to its forebears, and the 
gratitude, due to the memory of Sir 
Francis Burdett must have been some- 
what delayed owing to the delay in the 
publication of this book, His daughter, 
the Baroness Burdett-Coutts, chose to 
withhold the family papers during her 
lifetime, but, with the passing of her 
generation, the author feels justified in 
giving to the public the results of his 
privileged access to many hitherto un- 
published letters. 

Disraeli said: “I think Sir Francis 
Burdett was the greatest gentleman I 
ever knew.” Many of his contemporaries 
Shared the great stateman’s views, but 
the common people held the Baronet 
their hero. 

Irishmen owe to Sir Francis a great 
debt; for he co-operated with Daniel 
O'Connell to obtain Catholic Emancipa- 
tion, and their only regret will be that 
his friendship with the great patriot 
terminated so abruptly. 

As a man who had access to the houses 
and hearts of so many of the eminent 
families of his day, Burdett was peculiarly 
sympathetic with those at the other end 
of the social scale, and, by his lavish 
acts of benevolence, considerably reduced 
his once enormous income. 

Our author, unfortunately, has not 
succeeded in solving any more satisfac- 
torily the mystery which overshadows

Burdett’s otherwise blameless life. He 
does, however, give a verbatim 
of the proceedings in court, together with 
some personal letters on the subject. 

The two volumes, comprising this work, 
are illustrated not only with many fine 
portraits by Gainsborough, Romney and 
others, but with caricatures from the 
pen of the famous Gillray, which greatly 
add to the value of this already interest- 
ing work.

HIS volume is the sole record of the 

old Liberty of St. Sepulchre since 
the destruction of the Public Record 
Office and the Four Courts, Its survival 
the author attributes to Mr. W. Monck 
Mason, who probsbly borrowed it for 
his work on the History of St, Patrick’s 
Cathedral but never returned it, On 
the ‘sale of his library in 1858, it was 
acquired by the British Museum and 
here Mr. Wood has been allowed to 
edit it. 

The proceedings chronicled in this book 
relate to the Pie-Poudre Court of the 
Archbishop of, Dublin’s Liberty of St. 
Sepulchre, the district including part of 
the parish of St. Peter, the entire parish 
of St. Nicholas-Without-the-Walls, and 
the old parish of St. Kevin and St. 
Patrick: and they cover the years 1586- 
1590. The Court of Pie-Poudre of St. 
Sepulchre’s manor was held at the 
Tolbooth. or Tolsell. During the period in 
which the fair took place, and consequently 
its Court of Pie-Poudre, the authority of 
the City of Dublin was handed over to the 
Archbishop. The jurisdiction of the Arch- 
bishop gradually lost influence, and the 
last vestiges of authority disappeared in 
1856 by Act 19 and 20, Victoria, C. 57. 
The rights over manorial tenants, however, 
lingered on until the disestablishment of 
the Church of Ireland. 

Mr. Wood’s editing has been wisely

HESE chronicles, unlike most, are 

coherently assembled, for which 
great credit is due to the translator. The 
detailed stcry of the inner life, and a 
summary of the public career, af 
Louis XIV. between the period 1672 and 
1689. are the main issue of the story. The 
remarkable rise of “Ia reure Scarron”’ 
from obscurity to the j -sition of favourite, 
whose former behaviour was so much at 
variance with the irreproachable attitude 
which she presented at Court, is fully 
recorded. 

Gossip of every kind is brought in, and 
the centre for that purpose was the room 
known as “ L’wil de Beuf,’’ in the Palace 
of Versailles, where the courtiers gossiped 
while waiting for the King to receive 
them. The author Jaughingly ridicules 
the king's vanity with many sarcastic 
comments about his braveness (sic) and 
his personal habits. A refreshing manner 
provides an antidote for the disapproval 
which they might otherwise inspire. Yet, 
by Louis’s private conversations, when 
they are impartially recorded, we see that 
he possessed an ugile brain and knew how 
to deal with people. Lafosse, however, it 
is to be feared, has stressed the dramatir 
side rather than the historical ; hence his 
work is narrative, easy-reading and enter- 
taining. The human touch of scandal is 
introduced even in connection with battle- 
fields and sieges 

Madame de Maintenon, too, is not 
spared. Her quiet and modest behaviour 
is a pose, and her dissimilarity to the 
other women at court is a mask behind 
which she is scheming coldly to oust this 
person and that, and to allow her own rise 
to be gradual and imperceptible. If this 
is true, she won, nevertheless, the friend- 
ship of those around her. The story is 
even told that Queen Marie-Thérése, when 
dving. took her ring off her finger and 
slipped it on Mme. de Maintenon’s, indi- 
cating that she wished the latter to be her 
successor. ‘The queen's death recalled an 
early intrigue. 

The story ends with Louis XIV. effect- 
ing the escape of James II. and his 
Queen, with the infant Prince of Wales, 
to the Court of Versailles. Those who are 
interested in the development and mani- 
festation of character will find this book 
highly interesting and amusing.

‘HE relations of the British Dominions 
to the Commonwealth of Nations 
recur frequently from different angles. At 
the moment they are affected by the possi- 
bilities which the moratorium suggested 
by President Hoover may have upon them. 
It is important, therefore, to appreciate 
the development of every Dominion in 
every phase of endeavour. 

So far as South Africa is concerned, 
this is done very effectively by Mr. Jan 
H. Hofmeyr in the beok which he has just 
contributed to the Modern World Series 
of’ Surveys of Historical Forces. Formerly 
by turns Rhodes Scholar at _ Baliol, 
principal of a South African university, 
and administrator of a South African 
province, he is now a distinguished 
member of the South African Parliament, 
and accordingly brings to the work great 
experience, and, as his book shows, more 
than the ordinary culture and breadth of 
view. Having created the right atmo- 
sphere by depicting the historical, tradi- 
tional and physical: background, he fills 
in cleverly the political, industrial and 
other details, which go to make a com- 
pletely informative and distinctly attrac- 
tive picture of the Union of South Africa. 
Being a meeting-place of diverse races 
and nations, it presents to the descendants 
of the two strong European peoples who 
dominate it a problem which, the author 
thinks, is linked up with the Common- 
wealth questions—or even the world ques- 
tions—how far international individuality 
can be reconciled with international co- 
operation.

ST. BRIGID’S

I Kee many visitors to St. Brigid’s 
Cathedral at Kildare would do well 
to go there armed with this little book, 
so slight and easy to carry, yet contain- 
ing such a clear and concise account of 
the many vicissitudes through which that 
church has passed. In Ireland the 
memory of St. HE is a Íragrant one. 
Her chosen Beatitude, the writer tells us, 
was ‘‘ Bléssed are the merciful’’; and 
after fifteen centuries her memory is 
guarded jealously in the place where she 
ee ee the church of the 
oak. 

In the year 835 the original building 
was destroyed. A hundred years earlier 
a bishop was murdered at the altar of St. 
Brigid. From the ninth century to the 
seventeenth the church was destroyed and 
rebuilt with a regularity that was almost 
monotonous, until the wars of three cen- 
turies ago battered it down. It rema ned 
in its ruined state for a long time, but 
was restored as recently as 1896. The 
author of this useful little book tells us 
of the fire of St. Brigid, of those tombs 
that are of special interest, and of the 
ornamental doorway, into which an ill- 
fitting door was made to fit properly with- 
out any alteration. 

Here we have an attractive guide book 
of exactly the right size, and one that 
possesses all the information for which 
the sight-seer in Ireland too often sighs 
in vain. 


OLD LONDON BRIDGE.

OTH in appearance and content Mr. 
Home's work merits the highest 
praise. No one who reads this book can 
fail to be intrigued by the fascinating 
history of the bridge which has completely 
possessed and enchanted the author, In 
its important capacity as the main 
snteeaditiben over the Thames, London 
Bridge played a very prominent part in 
the life of England during its 600 years 
of existence. 

One would not be exaggerating greatly 
to say that until the end of tl.2 seventeenth 
century the history of the bridge was 
virtually that of the whole country. All 
the well-known charactérs at one time or 
another come into Mr. Home’s story: 
Jack Cade, Sir Thomas Wyat, Richard I1., 
the chief actors of the English Revolu- 
tion, and others, On the tower of the 


i cate to the bridge the heads of traitors 


were exposed to the view of the busy com- 
mercial people who lived on the bridge or 
passed over it. 

Most striking, perhaps, is the fact of 
the long life which the bridge enjoyed. 
London Bridge was started in the reign 
of Henry II., in 1176, and completed im 
the reign of John. When we consider 
that this structure stood a greater strain 
than any subsequent bridge has had to 
stand, its longevity seems almost incre- 
dible. Mr. Home gives all credit 
to the permanent. staff of the 
Bridge House, the masons and carpenters, 
whose expertness and unwearying vigi- 
lance in detecting cracks and weaknesses, 
together with their competence in execut- 
ing repairs, saved many a pier from ruin 

The bridge itself was a hive of industry, 
and on its back it supported houses, 
chapels, gateways and shops. For a long 
time it was the centre of London life, and 
to visitors it was known as ' the Wonder 
of the World.’’ 

The many and excellent illustrations 
form a notable feature of this book, and 
from them one can gain a good idea of the 
size and nature of London's ‘‘ Wonder.’’ 
Contemporary artists who drew the plates 
always were emphatic in their descriptio 
of the swift current which flowed through 
the small arches of the bridge, and one 
can easily believe the appalling number ni 
fatal accidents that occurred when barge- 
men attempted to ' shoot the bridge.” 
Mr. Home places the width of the bridge 
at twenty feet, and the height at not 
much over thirty feet, an estimate which 
would appear too conservative to one look- 
ing at the old drawings who did not 
understand the old tendency to draw 
things out of proportion. 
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HORNBY’S EXPEDITION. 
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By Malcoim Waldron. London :

HE world has not yet forgotten the 
tragedy of Jack Hornby’s death, and 
this book provides a most interesting 
character study of an individual who, 
from natural inclination, turned his back 
on ease and luxury in England, to battle 
with nature at her grimmest on the barren 
lands of Canada. 

In 1924 Hornby and a friend, Bullock. 
an ex-officer of the British Army, began 
an expedition into the barren lands of 
Canada to explore and to re 
discover the rare musk-ox. From the very 
outset they had to contend with difficulties, 
and the book gives a vivid idea of the 
back-breaking labour involved by the con- 
veying of stores and equipment across dry 
land in order to avoid shallows or 
dangerous rapids. Winter overtook them, 
and, excavating a small cave, , they 
endured some months of cold and starva- 
tion. When spring had loosened the ice 
they recommenced their journey to 
Hudson’s Bay, which was reached in 
September, 1925, after the severest priva- 
tion. 

Yet Hornby was not daunted, and 1926 
again saw him on the trail with two 
friends. This time Bullock refused to 
accompany him. Beyond a solitary note 
in a cache, nothing was heard of the party 
until 1928, when a group oí prospectors 
discovered the dead bodies of the explorer 
and his companions. | 

Mr. Malcolm Waldron has compiled his 
book from Hornby’s diariés and papers, 
and it is a fine monument to one whose 
courage, simplicity and endurance have 
stampel him as a pioneer hero of the 
Northland.

A Day on the Sea. 


A correspondent writes:—There was a 
scud of wind off the shore to the north, 
and rain clouds emptied themselves at 
intervals over Antrim or Down or us— 
which did not much diminish the pleasurc 
to be derived from the cruise on the Bet- 
fast Lough. We were on the water irom 
three in the evening until ten at night, 
touching at Bangor, dipping our ensicn to 
H.M.S. Warspite, getting fresh glimpses 
of the Antrim mountains and wooded 
slopes of Down, as cloud and gleam re- 
vealed them. 

Not least of the pleasures was that 01 
bearing down towards Carrickfergus and 
thinking back over the couple or so of 
centuries to the time when that spot was 
the port of the Lough.

where a keel was slowly rising. In ‘the 
slipways were vessels given over to the 
painters to dress for a maiden début, ot 
a matron’s secondes noces with the ocean. 


The First Matches, 


I have often heard of collectors whose 
hobby is the acguiring of match-boxes, 

but I wénder how many of these en- 
thusiasts possess such a specimen as I saw 
recently in an old country house. This 
was a tin box, which originally held fifty 
“ Congreves,’’ the first friction. matches, 
and was sold for half-a-crown exactly a 
century ago. The box contained a piece 
of glass paper, on which to strike the 
matches, which were known as ‘“‘lucifers,’’ 
and were tipped with a paste made of 
chlorate of potash and sulphide of 
antimony. The heads were dangerous, 
‘since they were liable to fly off, but this 
| fault was remedied by the introduction 
of phosphorus in 1854. 

In the early days of the match in- 
dustry, however, there were many cases 
of necrosis of the facial bones among 
those who worked in rooms where the 
igniting mixture was prepared, owing to 
the acticn of the phosphorus fumes. A 
modern match manufacturer has related 
that, many years ago, as a boy, he was 
brought by his father into a dark room 
in the factory, where a man who suffered 
from necrosis was sitting. The man’s 
head and face shone like a luminous 
patch in the darkened room, and the boy 
was so much impressed by the sight that, 
when he succeeded to the business, he de-

from the hold and spewed it forth upon 
the waiting trucks; myriad lights.

Huguenot Silver Smiths. 


With reference to your recent article 
on old Irish silver (writes a correspon- 
dent) it is interesting to note that at 
least one of the principal streets in Dublin 
bears the name of two Huguenots, whose 
work is well known to those interested in 
eighteenth century silver. 

Isaac D'Olier, who was “' free ’’ in 1731, 
was Warden of the Silversmiths’ Guild in 
1739-40 and 1749-41, and was Master in 
1752-53. Why he was not elected Master 
after his term of office as Warden, without 
a period of ten years intervening, .is not 
clear, while apparently his son (2), 
Jeremiah, who was Master in 1781-82, was 
elected to the chair without serving his 
term of office as Warden. 

At that time the influence of the 
Huguenots was widespread throughout the 
country, affecting in particular, in addi- 
tion to the silver industry, the silk- 
weaving and the wine trade.

MISS O’FARRELLY ON 
THE EMPIRE.

DOUGLAS, Thursday. 
Té practical application of the Celtic 


movement in modern life was the subject 

of discussions by the Celtic Congress here 
to-day, special regard being given to the 
situation in Wales. Papers on this subject 
were read.at both the morning and the after- 
noon scssion, the earlier being devoted to 
the Eisteddfod, its constitution, aims and 
possibilities, by the Rev. Dr. Hartwell Jones, 
the well-known London-Welsh scholar. 

The terra People’s University, often applied 
to the Eisteddfod, Dr. Hartwell Jones said,con- 
tained an element of truth, and the 
Eisteddfod was racy of the soil, fostering and 
ministering to the love of knowledge and 
music, which distinguished the Welsh people. 
There were people who said that by inclining 
to the old-world customs and language in 
Wales they might cut themselves adrift and 
hamper or injure their children in the race 
of life 

To those who objected to their clinging to 
the language as a small race he would say, 
let them, as members of the British Empire, 
embrace to the full the unlimited opportuni- 
ties, the noblest inheritance, and the proud 
privilege of Britons, and cultivate the English 
language which, he believed, was destined to 
become the chief commercial language of the 
world, Let them study the glories of English 
jiterature and stick to the Imperial flag. But 
the Empire consisted of a motley mosaic of 
races, and there was no reason why they, as 
Celts, should surrender their ideals, their | 
language, their institutions, or allow their 
individuality to be stunted, their civilisation 
to be stereotyped, or their lives to be reduced 
to an arid, barren and monotonous uni- 
formity. 


EISTEDDFOD’S WORK. 


The Eisteddfod had supplied the incentive 
to many works in Welsh literature, and had 
guin many public singers and writers who 
iad received their initial impulse from it, and 
had their feet planted thereby on the steps oí 
the temple oí íame. He mentioned as examples 
Ben Davies, Edward Lloyd, Ivor Foster, 
Marion Williams and Edith Wynn. 
During the past ten years the operations of 
the Eisteddfod had widened to an unprece- 
dented extent. Formerly the claims of music 
ant literature were on a par, but for the last 
twenty years music had tended to dwarf, if 
not to oust, the sister art. The impatience 
of partisans, thronging to support loca: f 
choirs, and their intolerance of adjudicators | 
was a growing evil. The adjudication ot 
i 


literary competitions had been relegated to a 
smalle: position and the works read to a few 
people. 
The deplorable divorce between music and 
literature—a rift widening year by year—was 
symptomatic and ominous. For this reason 
entrants for literary competitions were 
gradually dwindling in number and declining 
in quality. The Eisteddfod had suffered from 
its own exuberance, and as a result of multi- 
plication of subjects was in danger of col- 
lapsing under its own weight. 


WHAT IRELAND IS DOING. 


Miss Agnes O’Farrelly, University College, 
Dublin, said that on this question of the 
practical application of the Celtic movement 
in modern life they in Ireland had faced 
honestly and fairly the problem of adapting 
to modern life the ideas enshrined in their 
language. They were making great use of 
modern inventions, in the form of the 
linguaphone, to take records of the 
various sounds of the language _ in 
its spoken forms. She recommended that 
step to the language workers in the Isle of 
Man, Scotland and Wales, The linguaphone 
was a most important invention, and should 
be made use of to the full in Gaelic countries. 
She also saw no reason why there should 
not be a development in music, and why the 
men of this generation should not compose 
new tunes and airs, based on the older music. 
It could be done in the other countries, too, 
and if they did not cut away the old roots 
there was no reason why they should not 
develop their national music. 

They had been having a great deal of 
trouble in Ireland about dancing, and advo- Í 
cates of Irish dancing urged the preservation 
of the stiff, upright carriage. She thought 
that in these days of modern dancing they 
could not expect to preserve that rigid style. 
It would not be kept up all night in a 
modern dance hall, and che saw no reason 
why they should not devise figure-dancing as 
well as step-dancing. Some people regarded 
figure-dancing as anathema, but she thought 
that a mistaken view, and she declared that 
if the Celt developed figure-dancing there 
was no reason why in time they should not 
oust the wodern dance. 

She mentioned the place given to Irish 
in the programmes and songs broadcast from 
the Dublin Station, and also pointed to the 
use that was being made of the recording of 
Irish songs and talks for gramaphone. 


THE EMPIRE. 


With regard to the lecturer’s reference to 
the Empire, she said that in the Irish Free 
State they did not think in terms 
of Empire, but in terms of a Com- 
monweaith of Nations. She thought that 
that was a healthy attitude. The days 
of Empire, she held, were past. Speaking in 
no political sense, and Jooking at what was 
happening all over the world, particularly im 
Europe, in recent times, she thought that 
they would all agree with her that the more 
they forgot the word Empire, the more they 
understood the full implicatoin of the term 
Commenwealth or communion of nations, the

more benefit they would derive from that 
union., 

Reverting to the efforts of the Eisteddfod 
and similar movements to promote Gaelic 


enthusiasm to create a literature for their 
own generation they were not, perhaps, 
allowing it. to grow in a natural manner. 
There was the great danger of setting before 
the children in schools too many translations 
from other languages, carrying with them the 
thoughts and ideas of foreign writers, and, 
if they did not keep these translations within 
proper bounds, there was always the danger 
of going too far, instead of letting their 
literature grow up naturally as the outcorhe 
of the inner consciousness of their own people. 


THE WELSH PROBLEM. 
Mr. J. T. Jones, Wales, said that in Wales 


their problem was not to preserve the 
language, but to make it the official language 
of their country and extend its influence. 
The existence of the Welsh language was 


| Worse 


one of the miracles of the age; it was 
»ulsating with life. He thought that, by 
comparison, the position in Ireland and Sscot- 
land was hopeless. But whilst the Welsh 
language was the language spoken in their 
homes, in the streets and in business, English 
was the official language. That was whece 
their fight lay. ‘lhey had nothing to fear 
from Whitehall or Westminster, but from the 
indifference of their own local councils. 

Miss O’Farrelly intervened to say that in 
Ireland they were in earnest in reviving Irish 
as the spoken language, as the medium of 
business, as the official medium, and as the 
national language in every sense. That was 
the end of everything that was being done 
by the Government. Let there be no doubt 
about it, she said, our idea is not alone a 
nation free, but a Gaelic nation, a real Irish 
nation, having as its outward badges the 
literature and the language through which 
the ideals of our ancesturgs have come down 
to us. We are deadly in earnest with regard 
to that. 

After having spoken of the teaching of 
subjects through the medium of Irish, she 
said that she was personally opposed to risk- 
ing matters until the student was ready to 
absorb education through Irish. They were 
looking forward to the time when instruction 
through the medium of Irish in primary and 
secondary schools could be lifted on into the 
universities. 


A FIVE YEARS’ PLAN FOR WALES. 


Mr. Morgan Humphrevs, Wales, said. that 
Wales was being bled white by the emigrs- 
tion of the best of her sons and daughters, 
and to remedy that they must get some sort 
of five-vears plan to t:eep the Welsh people 
at home. 

In her paper on adherence to the language 
in Wales, Mrs. Turji Jones snoke of the dangers 
to which the Welsh lancuage was exposed 
by the inroads of English. It was depressing 
in Wales, with its million of Welsh speakers, 
to find virtually all the names overt the shops, 
the advertisements of the traders, the sign- 
posts, and so forth, written in English. 
still, in the use of Christian 
and surnames, the people tried to pronounce 
the names in the English way. She also de- 
plored the limited use of Welsh in the pro- 
grammes of the British broadcasting stations. 

Speaking on the position in the Isle of Man, 
Mr. J. A. Cain said that the revival of Manx 


to the position of a spoken language was im- ! 


practicable, and Manx would depend for its 
survival on the work of scholars and students. 

Miss Mona Donglas, of the Isle of Man, 
said that it should be possible to preserve 
Manx as the language of their home life. 
They had no fight with England or anybody 
but themselves in this matter. :

PHONE RECORDS. 


PROGRESS OF MUSIC 
ILLUSTRATED. 


By ‘ Opsiicato.”’ 

ECENT issues of gramaphone records 
R have not included a great deal of serious 

music. The chief event of musical in- 
terest in the gramaphone sphere is the publica- 
tion of a second part of the Columbia History 
of Music, which consists of an album of 
illustrative records accompanying a volume 
written by Mr. Percy Scholes. The first 
volume dealt with the development of music 
from the very early stages to the year 1600; 
the second carries the story on to the end of 
Bach and Handel. Eight ten-inch discs to 
each part provide the musical illustrations. 

Among the ordinary July issues by 
Columbia are records of a Strauss waltz, “ A 
Thousand and One Nights,” played by an 
orchestra conducted by Weingartner; ‘‘ U 
Mistress Mine ” and ‘‘ Maid of Áthens,” sung 
by Francis Gleeson; “The Flight of Ages ”’ 
and ‘‘ The Promise of Life,” sung by Muriel 
Brunskill; ‘‘ The Lincolnshire Poacher ” and 
‘“ Wrap Me Up in My Tarpaulin Jacket,” 
sung by Harold Williams, with male chorus; 
and Russian popular songs sung by the 
Chauve Souris Company. 

The Columbia record that has given me 
most pleasure this month is one of a Serenade 
by T'schaikowsky played by the J. H. Squire 
Celeste Octet, with the same composer’s 
‘“ None but the Weary Heart,” in a charming 
arrangement, on the reverse of the disc. 
As light music I have also enjoyed the 
Fantasia on Strauss waltzes, played in true 
Viennese fashion by Marek Weber's orchestra 
and recorded by H.M.YV. 

An excellent new recording of Haydn’s 
‘ Surprise ’’ Symphony, played by the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, is among new “H.M.Y.” 
publications, which also include two discs re- 
cording a brilliant performance’by the London 
Symphony Orchestra, under Sir Landon 
Ronald, of German’s “ Welsh Rhapsody.”’ 

Three great instrumental performers are 
represented among the new records — 
Paderewski, with two Debussy Preludes 
(““Minstrels” and “The Wind in the 
Plain ’’), and Kreisler and Casals in diverse 
solo pieces. Michael Fleta has the most 
beautiful tenor voice that one could hope to 
hear, but wobbling tone and dragged time 
are faults in his singing of “' Ay, Ay, Ay,”’ 
and another song. If he could be corrected, 
what a marvellous singer he would be! 
Schumann’s loveliest song, ‘‘The Almond 
Tree,’’ is well sung by Elsie Suddaby. 

An old favourite among part songs, 
‘“ Comrades in Arms,” is sung with fine effect 
hy the Gentlemen of the Chapels Royal. 
Their other selection is “Hail. Smiling 
Morn.”’ 

The Choir of the Westminster Central Hall 
sings hymns and anthems rather heavily. 
Manv, however, will be glad of a record 
of Myles Foster’s beautiful setting of “O, 
for a closer walk with God,” in which the 
choir is heard, with Elizabeth Mellor as 
soloist. Listeners to 2RN broadcasts have 
heard Miss Mellor’s voice in opera. Last I 
come to a record which will appeal to a very 
wide circle. The New Light Symphony 
Orchestra, conducted by Dr. Malcolm Sargent, 
plays orchestral arrangements by Weingartner 
of the first movement of the ‘* Moonlight ”’ 
Sonata. and the slow movement of the 
‘‘ Sonata Pathetique.”” One feels that these 
arrangements yield the very tones required 
by the notes, and they will be enjoyed by 
pianists familiar with the music as Beethoven 
wrote it. I shall not be surprised if the 
record proves to be the most popular musical 
record of the year, and its popularity may 
last as long as that of the famous “‘ Hear 
My Prayer ” record, which is still selling 
well.

THE BEAT OF THE DRUM. 


The Orange celebrations in connection 
with the ‘‘ Twelfth ” in Ulster are always 
heralded by the activities of drumming 
parties, and for days before the great 
event the evening air is rent hy the 
‘“music of the drum.” It depends upon 
the mentality of the listeners—if they 
cannot escape—how they are affected by 
such vast and devastating waves of sound. 
The skirl of the bagpipes stirs the 
emotions of the Highlanders, and 
similarly the beating of the big drum 
inspires the patriotic aspirations of the 
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follower of King William; but most 
people prefer less shattering forms of 
music, unless it is heard at a distance— 
the further away the better. 

In certain districts in Belfast the noise 
of the drumming is deafening, parties 
assembling evidently in competition with 
each other, and now comes a complaint 
from Lisburn regarding similar operations 
by enthusiastic wielders of the drum- 
stick. The Public Health Committee of 
the Lisburn Urban Council has received a 
letter from the local Chamber of Commerce 
calling aitention to drumming hog omen 
gathering in Market square and Bow 
street on Saturday nights and seriously 
interfering with business. The Town 
Solicitor has been asked to advise the

SWIMMING ON SUNDAYS. 


A few weeks ago a magnificent swimming 
pond, built by the Urban Council, was 
opened at Whitehead, a charming seaside 
resort on the Antrim shore of Belfast 
Lough, and it has undoubtedly added 
greatly to the attractions of the town for 
tourists. Swimming in the pond on Sun- 


days was permitted, a privilege greatly 
ieuiienel; but a protest has been made 
by some of the members of a local church 
congregation, and the Urban Council has 
just received a resolution condemning its 
action in “ desecrating the Lord’s Day by 
opening the swimming pond on that day 
to the public.” The resolution further 
states that, while ‘‘ we regret the necessity 
for this protest, we regard the moral and 
spiritual well-being of our people as of 
premier importance.’’ 

It appears, according to a member 
of the Urban Council, that 75 per 
cent. of the congregation referred to have 
no connection with Whitehead, but are 
residents of Islandmagee. The protest has 
aroused a good deal of comment, but it is 
thought unlikely that the “ killjoys ” will 
succeed in depriving Whitehead of one of 
its most attractive features.

QUEEN MA”Y'S GARDENS. 


Another part in the plan for beautifying 
Belfast was completed yesterday with te 
opening oí ‘Queen Mary's Gardens,” 
situated alongside the waterworks on the 
Cavehill road. The grounds extend to 
two and a half acres, and were forme: 
an eyesore in the district, being portio: 
of the old derelict tram line area whic! 
ran from the now disused quarries in 
Cavehill down the side of the Caveh 
and Limestone roads to the docks. Within 
the last year or so there has been a trans 
formation scene, and ugliness has been 
replaced by beauty. 

The gardens are in three sections, and 
provide facilities for rest and quiet games 
for old people, fine hard tennis courts 
for athletic youth, and a wonderful play 
ground for children, in which there are al! 
kinds of mechanical devices for amuse 
ment, together with sand pits and ponds 
about six inches deep, where little feet may 
be cooled on hot days. The frontage is 
decorated with shrubs and plants, and an 
imposing fountain built high with rocks 
sends up showers of spray, which fall in 
feathery cascades into a shallow basin. 
The opening ceremony was performed by 
Lady McCullagh (Lady Mayoress of 
Belfast), in the presence of a represents 
tive gathering, which was under the. presi- 
dency of Councillor MeKinney, chairman 
of the Corporation Parks Committee. The 
beal were subsequently invaded by 
iundreds of happy children. 


EXTERMINATING A PLAGUE. 


With the coming of the hot days, clouds 
of insects get on the wing, bringing the 
menace of infection and disease. In every 
great city there are breeding places for 
such pests, and Belfast has its problem in 
that respect; but the Municipal Medica! 
Superintendent Officer of Health, Dr. (. S. 
Thomson, is bringing scientific methods to 
bear on the subject, with excellent results. 
Complaints have been made relative to 
the prevalence of mosquitoes on the 
Harbour Commissioners’ property at 
Sydenham, and with a view to coping with 
the nuisance Dr. Thomson expresses the 
opinion that the best way of exterminat- 
ing the mosquitoes is to abolish all poten- 
tial breeding-places by filling up or drain- 
ing any hollow ground where water. may 
stagnate. In places where that is not 
possible stagnant water should be treated 
with a suitable larvicide, such as 
petroleum fluid. 

The advice of Dr. Thomson has been 
acted upon, the destructive fluid has been 
used as directed, and the Belfast Corpora- 
tion has been asked to co-operate by having 
its areas adjoining the Harbour Estate 
similarly treated. It is claimed that, if 
local authorities and householders joined 
in a crusade on such lines on all premises. 
cities would be purified and placues of 
insects would become a memory. - 


MUSIC IN BELFAST. 


The mid-weekly orchestral concerts in 
the Belfast Art Gallery are still being held 
every Wednesday afternoon, and never 
fail to attract large and interested 
audiences. They are given by the Belfast 
Wireless Symphony Orchestra, in co-opera- 
tion with the Corporation, and those who 
attend them have the additional privilege 
of seeing the pictures in the large picture 
gallery as they listen to the music. 

At yesterday's concert orchestral selec- 
tions by Wagner, Delius and Holst were 
given, while there were also pianoforte 
solos, with accompaniment, and songs by 
well-known vocalists. The concerts will 
be continued all summer, with the excep- 
tion of a few weeks in August.

F damus the Clare County Council, at 
a special meeting to-day, agreed, by 
fourteen votes to eight, to appoint inr 
mediately Mr.. Dermot, Foley, Phibsborough 
road, Dublin, to the position of county 
librarian at a vary Lary £250 a year. Mr, 
Foley was selected last March by the Local 
Appointments Commissioners as the most 
highly qualified candidate who had applied 
for the post, but as his knowledge of Irish 
was only fair, the Gaeltacht order allowing 
him three years within whieh to get a cam- 
etent knowledge of the mage covered 
is case. The County Council contended 
that a thorough knowledge of Irish was 
essential for a librarian, and at their April 
meeting adopted a resolution postponing Mr. 
Foley's appointment for six months, within 
which he would be expected to *onvert'a fair 
knowledge of krish into a competent know- 
ledge. ‘The Fiee State Local Government 
Minister declined to accept this . qualifiea- 
tion, and ordered the Council to ‘fulfil its 
statutory duty at once by sanctioning the 
selection made by the Appointments Com- 
| missioners. By seventeen votes to twelve 
the Council, at its June meeting, refused to 
comply, adhermg to its proposal to allew 
six months within which Mr. Foley could 
complete his Irish studies, but the Minister 
thereupor directed the Chief State BSolici- 
tor to apply for a mandamus against the 
Council, with the seventeen opponents as 
special defendants. 

The next step was an application from 
Mr. Sean O’Grady, Chairman of the Council, 
through the County Secretary, to have legal 
proceedings deferred until the matter had 
been considered at a special meeting. The 
Minister agreed. 

LEGAL ADVICE. 

At the outset of the proceedings to-day a 
letter was read trom the Council's legal 
adviser stating that if they did not appoint 
Mr, Foley as directed, they would be guilty 
of a breach of their statutory duty, and the 
Council, or the majority, refusing to make 
the appointment would be liable for the costs 
involved. 

Mr. T. Crowe said that he would not 
mind going to jail himself, but he would not 
like to see his cattle going to the pound 
with the Sheriff. 

Mr. Denis Healy said that if a member 
were mulcted in costs the Sheriff would take 
everything on his farm except the potato 
blight. (Laughter.) In his view it was 
high time for the Council to recognise that 
they had no power whatever; they could not 
even appoint a nurse. It made ne diffcrence 
whether Mr. Foley could speak Irish or not; 
in fact, it made. no difference whetaer he 
could speak English or not. Once he was 
recommended to them by the Appointments 
Commissioners he should be appeinted. 

Mr. E. F. Kerin, formally moving that 
Mr. Foley be anpointed, said that, even if 
they did not like the Government, they 
should, as good citizens, obey its orders. If 
the people desired to change horses at any 
time they should do it through the ballot 
boxes. 

Mr. W. C. Doherty seconded. 

Mr. John Fahy moved, and Mr. Melody 
seconded, that the Council adhere to its 
previous resolution. 

Mr. Denis Healy referred the Council to 
the example of Mayo, where, in spite of 
bishops,. priests and public men, the 
librarian selected by the Appointments Com- 
missioners had to be appointed. 

MEMBER'S VIEW. 

Mr. Thomas Falvey said that he alwavs had 
been opposed to the adoption of the library 
scheme, but he was not prepared to have a 
mandamus issued against him for his public 
actions; he could not afford it, and would not 
put his head in a halter. 

Mr. Sean Hayes said that a national

Arson Charge Fails 


County Louth Publican 
Acquitied.

WELL known County Louth publican, 
A Mr. Peter McBride, of Castlebelhng- 

ham. was found “not guilty ’ at the 
Dundalk Circuit Court to-day, before Judge 
Davitt, on a charge of having malheiously 
set fire to his shop and premises on the 
morning of February 24th last. The accused 
man was discharged. 

Mr. Bast! McGuckin, who prosecuted for 
the State, said that the allegation against 
McBride was that for the purpose of getting 
money to satisfy a large debt, which he 
owed to the Ulster Bank, and for the purpose 
of obtainmg money from the insurance 
company with which the buildings were 
insured, he had deliberately set fire to his 
house. The facts in this case were that two 
fires had been discovered in the premises of 
McBride—one on the stairease, an another 
in a bedroom. separated from the staircase 
by a solid wall and a considerable distance. 
In many of the rooms patches of the flooring 
boards had been saturated with paraffin oil. 
Even according to himself, McBride was in 
a bad filí position, and at the time of 
the fire owed the Ulster Bank £1,050. 

PARAFFIN OIL. 

Mr. Barber, C.E., who examined the plaee 
shortly after the fire, for the Scottish Union 
Insurance Company, upon whom a claim for 
£55) had been made by McBride, said that 
there were traces of two separate fires, and 
he had marked several pieces of floor boards 
which had been taken up by the Guards, and 
which then smelt strongly of paraffin oil. 

In cross-exammation by Mr. Reardon, K.C., 
for the defence, witness stated that in some 
of the rooms in which there had been traces 
of paraffin oi] on the floors there had not 
been any fires. 

Mr. Reardon—So that the criminal who 
had gone to the trouble of having saturated 
the place with paraffin oil forget all about 
these. things’—There were no signs of fire 
there in any case. 

Captain John Almedie, of the Newry Fire 
Brigade, was examined, and gave it as Ins 
opinion that the fire in McBride’s was due to 
a defective ffue, and that it started in the 
rafters of the roof. The fire might have 
heen smonjderine for hours before breakin 
into flames. If the fire had started at the 
fant of the stairs, as suggested by the prose- 
cution. none of the people unstairs would have 
got out of the burning building.

Mr. John F. McGahon, engineer, who 
examined the premises, said that he was ««n- 
vinced that it started at the top. and that 
it was due to the defective fine.

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30,000 Will Case

MH. CHURCHILL ON 
GOVERNMENT'S FAILURE. 


John Simon’s speech as a severe indict- 
ment of the policy of the Government in 
regard to India. The right hon. gentle- 
man had professed a sympathy with Mr. 
Wedgwood-Benn which he himself did not 
feel, because, after all, many of the diffi- 
culties which the Government were faced 
with were of Mr, Benn and his friends’ 
own manufacture. He had never thought 
that the Irwin-Gandhi pact was a wise 
or prudent or statesmanlike measure.

_ QUESTION OF BLAME. 

Coming to the question of blame, the 
Minister. said nobody had been asked to 
apportion it. There was a certain chaos in 
the affairs of the Board, certain doubts as 
to the fimances of the Board, certain people’s 
tesignations had been accepted, and he was 
asking the House, on what he confessed to 
be very inadequate information, to grant 
some money. 

As to whether there was any special duty 
allocated to the Chairman or the Managing 
Pirector he did not know, but the Board as 
an entity was responsible for anything that 
went wrong. Two people proffered their 
resignations, and he accepted them. Others 
did not proffer resignations, and he did not 
call for them, 

If the whole Board had sent in resignations, 
the Minister. announced, he ._ would have 
accepted them; but in forming a new Board 
he would have re-appointed the part-timers. 
He could not conceive that three part-time 
members on a. Board like that, with the 
enormous mass of detail that had to be 
attended to, and ‘attending something like 
once a fortmght, could be said to be as 
responsible as the others; 

The Board made no attempt, he pointed 
out, to assert “wbat. the . Ghition called 
“their legal rights,” because theyewere bound 
by their own undertaking.

The Minister—Yes, and it was not ques- 
tioned, and no attempt was made to quibble 
with the agreement until it was mentioned 
in this House. 


The Minister went on to say that. the} 


Roard were in a position to say that if there 
was an attempt to break the agreement it 
was not deliberately done. He made that 
point in their favour, but he was trying to 
get an assurance that the moneys voted 
were sufficient, and that was the only inter- 
ference he had with the Board—en assurance 
that they were able to carry out their duties 
under the Act within the moneys quoted. 
He got a letter in December which satished

‘AWAITING YOUR REPLY.”

ARREARS OF LOANS 
TO FISHERMEN. 


TEMPERING THE WIND 
TO THE SHORN. 
; : &s 


. AA: 
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Mr.. LYNCH, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, moved the second reading of .the 
Fisheries (Revision of Loans) Bill. He ex- 
plained that it was designed to give him 
power to deal with arrears outstanding on 
certain fishery loans which were made by the 
late Congested Districts Board, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and the Department of 
Fisheries. ‘These o “standing obligations had 
long been weighing on the fishimg mdustry, 
and had resulted in widespread despondency, 
where, for the development of the industry, 
they were all desirous of seeing a recru- 
descence of enterprise and confideuce. There 
were 449 cases of loans—some for beats, 
some for engtnes, and some for nets—which 
originally stood at £104,101, and on which 
£67,850 was due and outstanding on the Ist 


i June, 1861. 


Ín these cases the borrowers were dead, 
or had left the country, or had long since 
ceased to be fishermen. ‘The boats for 
which the loans were made no longer 
existed; the engines also were gone, or 
worn out, and the nets were worn out. 


The borrowers, where they were still within 
reacm, were not persens against whom one 
could either, with profit or justice, take pro 
ceedings to recover any of the sums due. 
There was no asset which one could recover. 
Most of these loans were made between 1917 
and 1919, when prices of boats and gear were 
at their hishest points. ‘Their earning power 
was equaltv high. 

Then following 1919, when British trawlers 
were brought again into commission, the 
earning power of these boats fell away to 
comparatively negligible pfoportions. Later 
conditions, which were already bad, were 
rendered worse. 

The conclusion he came to was that rt 
wenld not be just, nor in the public interest, 
to place the burden ón the sureties, and he, 
therefore, proposed to write off the whole 
of the £67,850. He proposed also to write off 
£15,799 outstanding on June Ist last in re 
spect of twenty-one boats wnich were either 
held up und not in use, or which, if pat to 
some usé, were not in the hands of men who, 
uh, his opinion, were ever likely to make 
proper use of them. 3 


KINDLINESS. 

In 780 cases of loans originally standing at 
£41,035, and of which £29,370 was outstand- 
ing, he proposed to write down the latter sum 
by £17,900, leaving £11,469. These were 
cases 11 which borrowers were” still engaged 
im the inaustry. 

He had been guided by the principle in 
these reductions that the borrower should 
not be compelled to pay more than he could 
reasonably os expected to pay from his earn- 
ings with the boat, and it had seemed to him 
to be a fair criterion to fix it at the present 
value of the boat. In every case in which 
a reduction was made he proposed to make it 
a condition that the borrower should become 
a member of the Sea Fisheries’ Association. 
and that his boat would be treated as having 
been supplied by the Association under its 
usual cortract of hire-purchase and paid for 
out of the catch. 

Mr. DE VALERA, while weleoming the 
bill, said that the ‘disquieting ‘feature was 
that they were giving a Government Depart- 
ment power of remission and reservation of 
debts :. This was a bad rinciple, and he 
thought that it would be etter to make a 
clean sweep of the whole lot if better 
machini:zy for recovery of the debts could not; 
be devises. 

Mr. WOLFE (Independent, Cork West) said 
that fishermen would be grateful for the bill, 
even though it was’ belated. He agreed that 
a clean sweep would be a better way of deal- 
ing with the debts. i 


PRO AND CON. “ . 

Mr. CASSIDY (Lab., Donegal) thought i 
was a pity that the Minister did not go the: 
whole.way and take the millstone of outstand-, 
ing loans off the neck of the fishermen, or, 
at least. those loans of under £20. The 
boats supphed to fishermen during the war 
were unsuitable, ' 

Mr. SHFEHY (Govt., Córk E.) said that 
the new bill would fill the fishing population 
with energy and hope. 

Mr. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow) said that 
he hoped the scheme would be a success, but 
he also hoped that the Minister would eon- 
sider favourably the cases of men who, for 
private or other reasons, would not join the 
Association. 

Mr. LYNCH, replying, said that he felt 
it would be unfair that the sureties should 
bear the burden of certain liahilities because 
of depression. For that reason they were 
being relieved. to the same extent as the 
owners. He thought it was a very reasonable

The first day of the “silent ” Davis Cup 
tie—orders had been issued to the Uzechs 
not to cheer with their customary zest—was 
not quite the sombre affair which the Uzecho- 
slokayian authorities tad hoped it would be. 
The intensity of the play moved the crawd 
to spontaneous applause, which was only once 
tainted with any one-sided partisan feeling. 
Guttural comments of “ Beantiful !"’—in 
Czech---greeted the forceful thrusts of Austin 
against his gallant opponent, Menzel, and 
even the ranks of Tuseany could not forbear 
to cheer the cool bravery of the Londoner 
as he fought his way ont of several crises, 
and finally, with a racyaet which drove the 
ball like a bullet from bzeseline to baseline, 
he beat down the plucky defence of the 
Czech’s vanguard of put Britain one match 
up after a worthy fight. 

Perry's win over rn opponent with an 
obsession for countering every stroke with 
as sharp a contrast as sible, was of a 
totally different nature. a is the “ happy 
warrior”” of the British team. and . his 
exuberance was never better exemplified than 
in the first set against the little Hecht. He 
went out to demolish his man with an attack 
which was so overwhelning in its intensity 
that, after losing a nonchalant opening game, 
he won six games off the reel for the set. 
These tactics he pursued throughout, losing 
the two opening games of the remaining two 
sets, only to change his ré/e from dilettante 
to devastator. Hecht’s methods were almost 
Quixotic in their variety, He never met a 
drive with a drive if he could help it, but, 
regardless of position and any general scheme 
of attack, he made a point of lobbing back 
drives or oe back lebs. Perry ignored 
this. In fact, often he ignored the fact that 
he had any opponent at all, and simply killed 
and smashed with great exhilaration; but 
his game was never out of control, as he 
showed in the final set, when he drove Hecht 
down to defeat by a series of scorching drives 
which sizzled into the corners, and when 
they were returned were met at the net with 
a stop-volley which was as deadly in its 
effect as it was simple in execution. 


AUSTIN v. MENZEL. 

The rapier-like forehand of Austin finally 
beat Menzel, aithough he found the Czech a 
fine fencer, and it was only on his swift 
thrusts to the vulnerable point on the court 
that Austin was able to pierce his opponent’s 
defence, which was well equi on both 
flanks. Menzel’s play was well worthy of 
his two-year unbeaten record in the Davis 
Cup, but Austin’s acute sense of placing was 
just a little more than he could cope with. 
The strongest weapon Menzel possessed was 
his terrific high-kicking break service, and 
when he launched this to open the tie it was 
obvious that Austin was in for a fight. 
Menzel knew the value of his service, and 
he sometimes came in on it to start a volley- 
ing duel, which was not always profitable. 
Austin plied his opponent’s backhand with 
some searching shots from the baseline, and 
although he had Menzel running he rarely had 
him beaten. However, Austin angled his 
shots beautifully, and snatched a number of 
points in these engagements, but he could 
not check Menzel’s attack, which carried 
the Czech to a 5-2 lead very quickly. Menzel, 
ressing too hard on his service, double- 
aulted to give Austin the eighth game, but 
the Englishman failed in an attempt to volley 
home several comfortable winners, and lost 
the set at 5-6. 

After winning the first game, Menzel again 
beat Austin in-a net duel to level at 1-1, 
but Austin replied in the same coin, and went 
to 3-1 before his overhead play assurance 
deserted him, and Menzel came up to 2-3. 
From this point onwards during the second 
set Austin was proof against Menzel’s 
subtlety, The Czech, banking on his volley- 
ing powers, tried hard to tempt Austin to 
the net, but in so doing he left his defence 
open, and Austin rammed home some finely 
angled cross-court shots in some thrilling 
rallies to go to 5-2. The Czech, beaten by

and foiled in his tactics, lost his sting, and 
Austin won the secoud set at 6-2. 


A THRILLING SET. 

He won most of his points in the con- 
cluding games on Menzel’s mistakes in both 
strokes and tactics. The long arm of Menzel 
served the Czech admirably in the third set, 
when he covered Austin’s piercing drives to 
the corners and returned many of them un- 
expectedly for brilliant winners. This seemed 
to take the edge of Austin’s driving, and he 
began to overhit. Moreover, he began to be 
fascinated by Menzel’s service, which was 
working at a hot pace. Down 1-4, Austin 
found Menzel’s attack increase in intensity, 
the Czech’s drives being swung across be- 
wilderingly, and he lost the sixth to become 
1-5 down. His coolness, however, was never 
sapped, and his generalship served him 
staunchly. As against Kirby at Eastbourne, 
when the South African held Austin five 
times at match point and still lost, Britain’s 
No. 1 was a worthy leader. He crowded 
on pace and won the next four games to level 
the set at 5-5 and 6-6. Then he turned his 
attention to Menzel’s backhand, again 
changing his length and pece ingeniously, but 
Menzel was as sure as a brick wall on this 
flank and, encouraging Austin in his tactics, 
he gathered the next two games for set at 
8-6

Hecht’s game came like wheat to the flail 
before Perry.

CLAUSES DELETED 
BY LORDS.

NO RESTRICTION OF 
MOTOR CARS.

HE House of Lords last night rejected no 
less than three clauses of the Hepre- 
sentation oí the People Bill when it 
came up on the Committee stage. A week 
ago the Lords amended the main clause ol 
the bill by restricting the alternative vote to 
London boroughs ard other boroughs where 
the population exceeds 200,000. 

Last night a discussion on plural voting 
arose on an amendment moved by Lord Jessel 
to strike out the clause abolishing the busi- 
ness premises qualification, except in the City 
of London. ‘The Government s motto, Lord 
Jessel said, appeared to be: “Let trade 
and commerce, laws and learning die, 
but leave us still. our old democracy. 
Included in the debate was an amendment, 
moved by Lord Ernle, to add to the clause 
abolishing plural voting the provision that 
a holder oí a vote in a university or in the 
city of London should be entitied to vote for 
one other constituency as well. The City of! 
London was, Lord Ernle said, the symbol of 
credit, and the universities were the reposi- 
tories of education. The House of Commons 
gained in dignity, authority and prestige by 
close association with them. 

Lord Passfield, replying, said that he hoped 
the number of holders of university votes 
would greatly increase, but it was quite a 
different matter to say that a man who had 
been through a university should exercise two 
votes. He could hold out no hope that the 
Government would accept the amendments 
on these two clauses, The millionaire at the 
head of a great joint-stock company had no 
vote for the varicus premises in which the 
millions of capital he directed were at work. 
The possessors of the business premises’ vote 
were a quite accidental selection of people, 
none the worse for that, but not necessarily 
the most intelligent of the voters. The bill 
would disfranchise nobody. 

Earl Peel said that it was remarkable 
that in the enormous voting power of the 
nation there should not be some concession 
to the small hody on whom the prosperity 
of national business must depend. 

We should be taking a retrograde step ff we 
did not give effect to the principle of. these 
clauses, said the Narquess of Reading. It 
was not desirable in these days, when wealth 
could take care of itself, that added voting 
privileges should he preserved. 

The clause abolishing the business premises 
qualification, except in the City of London, 
was struck out of the bill by 96 votes to 26. 

CLAUSE DELETED. 

Lord Ernle’s amendment to the clause 
abolishing plural voting was not pressed. 

The division on whether the clause should 
stand part of the bill resulted in its rejection 
by 96 votes to 24. 

The rejection of the clause which places 
restrictions on the use of vehicles at Parlia- 
mentary elections was moved by Viscount 
Bertie of Thame, who spoke of hardships 
which the clause would inflict on sick voters 
and on manv in rural areas. 

Lord Passfield declined to believe that hard- 
ship could result from limiting the number of 
cars in, sath or Bootle to 72 for three 
candidates. The rejection of the clause would 
retain to the wealthy the privilege of: flood- 
ing a place with motor cars. 

The clause was rejected by 79 votes to 21. 

The Earl of Midleton then moved to sub- 
stitute a new schedule of rules for the alter- 
native vote.

The repayments of the large amounts 
borrowed by the market in connection with 
the turn of the half-vear have resulted in.a 
fall of £27,216.952 in discounts and advances, 
which now stand at £7,102,568, as compared 
with £6,625,564 at the corresponding date last 
vear. Government securities have fallen by 
£1,105,000 to £51,.825,906, which is £22,299,641 
lower than last vear, while securities have 
dropped by £908,685 to £7,857,487. Bankers’ 
deposits at £64,543,524 show a fall on the 
week of £34.858,483, but pub!'ic deposits have 
risen by £4,243,903 to £15,724.020, and private 
deposits by £895,117 to £34,986,381. The 
Bank’s total gold ho!lding of £165,810,946 is 
£1,.389,87°8 higher than last week and 
£9 225.492 higher than at this time in 1930. 
The active note circulation, however, has ex-

CONTROLLING THE MOULT. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
Says Eo 
In the belief that early moulting ensures that 

the hens will be recovered in time to lay 
again before winter many try by spec ial 
treatment to force the moult. They 
reduce the feeding till the birds stop 
laying, keep them in a very warm place, 
and hen when the feathers are dropped 
and the new ones commence to grow t they 
feed with nourishing, stimulating food. 
Fanciers who require their birds for 
autumn shows resort to forcing methods, 
but these forced moults are not, as a 
rule, good, the fowls very often proving 
too Joose in feather and wanting in gloss ; 
besides, it has now been al that 
the best layers are late moulters, and that 
it is better to let them moult naturally, 
and then feed well to recover them, which

they do quickly. There is one way, how- 
ever, we can control the time of moultin 
beneficially. When we have hens Which 
are not to be kept for auother season, it 
is a good plan to keep them laying as 
long as possible before disposing of them.

This can generally be done by continued 
high feeding of a stimulating nature, not 
fattening. Lean meat may be given 
daily, and spices are allowable in this 
ease. During hot weather they should be 
kept in a shady place. In this way the 
moulting may be postponed, and egg-
